It will be seen from the above table, that the Board’s anticipation of a con- 
siderable falling off in the circulation, expressed in their former Reports, as a 
consequence of the distressed state of the country, has been fully realized. The 
circulation in 1846, prior to the famine, was £1,778,591, and in the year ending 
31st December last, £719,134. 

An important feature in the operations of the past year, and the one to which 
the Board desire most particularly to attract the notice of the Legislature, is the 
fact, that the result of the aggregate operations continues to exhibit a loss, in 
place of any net profit. The loss on the aggregate operations, after paying 
interest to depositors, expenses of management, and making due allowance for 
had debts, amounts, during the past year, to £2,000, on a working capital of 
£217,119; but, under the distressed state of the country, the Board consider it 
matter of surprise the loss should have been so little. 

There is a feature in the present state of these Institutions which demands 
attention. By the 45th section of the Act the Board is directed to wind up the 
affairs of Loan Funds violating their rules, and to appoint Receivers to collect 
the assets. During the past two years the Board have been compelled to gazette’ 
and appoint Receivers to the following Funds : — 

Rathvilly, Ballingarry (Tipperary), 

Clohamon, Edenderry , 

DrumskeU , Moy glass. 

New Ross, Charitable, CootehiU, 

Carrick-on-Suir, Ballysumaghan , 

of which those whose names are printed in italics are still in course of winding up. 

The course the Board have adopted has been, to appoint some party to the office 
of Receiver who could be recommended by the Debenture-holders, to take 
security from him, and to allow him a per-centage on the collection. 

The necessity of keeping a constant check upon the accounts of these Receivers, 
and the correspondence attending thereon, has added considerably to the labours 
of the Board’s officers. 

The state of the New Ross Loan Fund, No. 2, was, from the period of its first 
inspection by this Board, any thing but satisfactory. The affairs of this institu- 
tion, in place of improving, became worse ; and it appearing to the Board that 
the entire capital would he lost, they gazetted the fund, and took steps to 
recover the sums held by the Clerk. A sum of £265 7s. 8 d., after payment of 
expenses, has been lodged to the Board’s credit in the Bank of Ireland, pending 
its final disposal in some charitable or useful local purpose, in conformity with 
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THE LOAN FUND BOARD, IRELAND. 5

Antrim, County Antrim. 



The Antrim Loan Fund has been conducted -with uniform success throughout the year 
1848. The circulation of money has increased, the repayment has been more regular, and 
not one had debt has been contracted. . , 

The liabilities of the Fund on the 31st December, all interest then due being paid, and 
every other demand satisfied, amounted to £4,983. The sum then held by borrowers and 
the Treasurer was £5,571 10s. 8<L, showing a net profit or Reserve Fund of £588 10s. 8d. 

Monthly loans are much preferred to weekly. During the year- there have been of the 
former 3,485, on which there was issued £20,705 ; of the latter only 492, receiving only 
£1,310; being about one-sixteenth of the sum issued on monthly loans. 

This Fund has conferred many advantages on borrowers, by enabling small farmers 
to procure seed for their crops and necessary stock of cattle; and, where landlords allow a 
liberal discount for prompt payment of rent, it has afforded tenants a most decided benefit, 
as many of them most thankfully acknowledge. 

In one case only was it necessary to proceed to extremity to recover the amount ot a loan, 
throughout the year.

From the extreme good management of this Institution, it has been able to continue its 
usefulness with less evil and more good than I had anticipated. 



Hacketstown. Hacketstown, County Carlow. 

In presenting their annual account for 1848, the Committee of the Hacketstown Loan 
Fund Society beg to observe that, talcing into consideration the state of the country, they 
have reason to he satisfied with the general state and working of the Society; more 
especially when it is remembered that tho same adverse circumstances adverted to m last 
year's report have not only continued, but extended to a higher grade of borrowers, ren- 
dering it more difficult satisfactorily to work the capital of the Society. . 

The Committee continue persuaded that the Society is very, beneficial to the district; 
uniformly so to those borrowers who avail themselves of its assistance in the true spirit ot 
the Institution, namely, as capital in their industrial pursuits; while the Managers have 
reason to lament the want of some effective check to tho abuse of the system by those who 
borrow to pay rent, and the Committee would gladly act upon any suggestions which would 
tend to diminish the abuse.

The Committee have every reason to be gratified with the working of this Institution, and 
the effect it lias produced during a period of very great and general distress throughout 
the country.

We have much pleasure in stating, that since our labours commenced last year (1848) 
the Fund has been most successful in its operations, there having been no bad debts, and 
only one Conviction for non-payment. We also find that the greatest benefit has resulted 
from the circulation of the small capital of the Fund, and we have good reason to believe 
that many persons have been much benefited, if not saved from ruin, by the timely loans 
obtained. _ .... 

We therefore purpose from time to time to increase our capital, to suit the wants of the 
locality. 



Crichton, County Fermanagh. 

In closing the accounts of the Crichton Loan Fund Society for this year, the Committee 
of management are happy (after a lapse of thirteen years, during which period the Society 
has been in existence) to bear ample testimony to the benefits which the Institution has 
conferred on the districts to which it extends its operations. 

During the above period £171,784 have been lent to 39,827 recipients; of tins sum only 
£137 was credited as had debts, being not more than 17d. per cent, of tho issues: 
£2,093 18s. lOrf. of profits have been appropriated to charitable purposes. 

In this Society the advantages of a Savings’ Bank are united to those of a Loan Fund; the 
whole of tho capital has been borrowed within the district; much of it from servants, 
mechanics, and farmers ; thus securing to these classes a higher rate of interest than they 
could obtain elsewhere for their savings. Some of the deposits are as low as £1. 

It is highly gratifying to state, the Society is in a healthy condition, and its funds safe 
from the unappropriated profits, amounting to £219 4s 6 d., together with a donation of 
£36, from the sale of broken stones (as noticed in last year’s report). It is also pleasing to 
remark, that a sum of £13 9s. has been recovered this year out of the sum taken credit for 
as bad debts in last year’s account. . . ...... . 

The members, from long experience, feel satisfied that the Society is calculated to benefit 
the provident and industrious. . 

The benefits conferred are numerous, but as they do not vary much from those contained 
in former reports, we need not more particularly refer to them. 

The evil to be guarded against is, to ascertain by every means possible, the use for which 
the loan is intended, the moral character and circumstances of borrower, respectability and 
solvency of sureties, supported by the faithfulness of those intrusted with the responsibility 
of recommending.

The benefits conferred on the industrious dealer, the economizing small farmer, and the 
operative mechanic (who make the loans reproductive) are incalculable, whilst others of the 
same class (who, from irregularity in their repayments, are refused accommodation) are 
greatly limited in their business ; and the practice of lending to extensive farmers has been 
long since discontinued.

1 Id There was 
demand for a larger amount, but in consequence of the general distress that prevailed™ 
was not thought prudent to extend the issues, which enabled the Committee to exercise 
more discretion in the selection of borrowers ; consequently, although the amount cSrm- 
lated. this year exceeds that of last, the dues are £27 17s. 3d. less, whereas our net proit 
is only diminished, by £3 4s. 5d. ^ 

We would again beg to call the attention of the Central Board to a passage in onr renorta of 
844 and 1645 vis. That the low rate of 4d. in the pound, to whkffi SSSrf 
by tins bociety is now limited, would not be adequate to support its expenses and risks 
were not a considerable portion of our capital our own, and therefore freed from interest’- 
“ consequently, in our opinion, such establishments, when subject to interest for perhaps the 
whole ot their capital, can scarcely maintain their position with satisfaction or safety at 
“ so low a rate of remuneration, which should, we think, be advanced to at least 5 d. in the 
pound instead of id., inasmuch as the difference to the borrowers would be quite unfelt and 
‘‘insignificant, while it would materially tend to protect those establishments from the 
• effects of unavoidable expenses and hazards, and thereby secure to the public the greater 
“ permanency and safety of sucli Institutions.”

were in 1847, inasmuch as they have a larger capital in proportion to the amount of 
debentures. The greatest difficulty to he contended with during the past year was, to 
avoid lending to parties about to emigrate. There appeal's some discrepancy in the accounts 
since the Inspector’s audit in April last, which the Committee attribute to some errors in 
the early working, and not to any defalcation on the part of tbe clerks ; but having grounded 
their account on his statement, and adopted the form of account directed by the Board, 
they trust no such thing shall happen in future. 



Durrow, Queen’s County. 

The Managers beg to suggest that they consider tbe discount charged to borrowers not 
sufficient to pay expenses, and leave a profit to secure shareholders (except when a very 
large issue is desirable). 



Portarlington, Queen’s County. 

In the end of the year 1848 the Portarlington Loan Fund Society is in good health, and, 
as its accounts show, prospering on a somewhat smaller capital during the past year of 
1848 ; a larger issue has been effected, and the fines, no had criterion of stability and use, 
are reduced in amount for the past year, compared ivith the preceding one of 1847. 

After all the debts of the Society, for management, interest of capital, and incidental 
expenses, are paid, there remains a clear profit of £27 16s. 2d., for the year, to be added 
to the profits of three former years, and which, together with the sum of £125 6s. Id., 
made by the Institution since it commenced working. 

A much larger amount of money could have been issued, and probably with safety, hut 
it was deemed the wisest course to act cautiously, as the year has been one of great com- 
mercial difficulty. 

Few establishments for the issue of money can say more than this — that its had debts 
are comparatively nothing. This we can say, for, in lending out a sum, amounting very 
nearly to £40,000 in four years, our had debts have been only £9 12s. 3d. 

Whatever objections are or can be advanced against Loan Funds, are, it may he, of a 
local nature, and have existence more in the want of an effective and secure machinery of 
operation, than in the real character of a Loan Fund. For the Loan Fund is but a bank- 
ing system, and the world admits the utility of banks. 



Timahoe, Queen’s County. 

The Committee are of opinion that at no former period of the history of this country, 
were means more required by the well-conducted; and they believe the Loan Fund System 
peculiarly suited to meet the present crisis. 



Lissadell, County Sligo. 

The present state of this Society is healthy. Its progress during the last, has been more 
favourable than during the preceding year, having diminished the issues ; and we trust that 
it has seen the worst. 

By great circumspection for the future, I am confident it will be as flourishing as ever.

We feel convinced that the Institution has been the means of essentially mitigating the 
general distress, and of enabling the industrious fanner to maintain his position in society, 
without having recourse to out-door relief. 



Clonaneese, County Tyrone. 

In closing this year’s account, wc have cancelled a considerable amount of arrears of 
1846 and 1847, as had and hopeless. These arrears were principally on three townlands, 
the inhabitants of which have either emigrated or gone to the workhouse. There is still, 
however, of the arrears of those years about £50 which is doubtful, but not hopeless, and 
therefore not cancelled as bad. We have during the year so limited our business, that the 
Loan Fund is now in healthy action, and the expenses of management have been reduced 
as low as possible ; but if the ensuing year will not otherwise re-establish the affairs of the 
Institution, the Trustees are determined to conduct the management gratuitously rather 
than encroach on the debentures. If however, as now appears likely, the linen manufacture 
should again flourish in this district, from which it has disappeared for the past three years, 
we entertain no doubt that our Loan Fund will again prosper, and. resume its position of 
more extended usefulness as a benevolent Institution for the working classes.

For better security of the capital, it was thought advisable that each borrower should 
have three securities joined with him in his promissory note, and consequently there is 
not now the slightest risk of incurring a had debt. 

The demand for loans for various purposes is very considerable in our district, and often 
greater than we can meet. Five hundred pounds could, with safety, be added to our 
capital, and find an easy circulation. 

Ihe borrowers continue to think that the Loan Fund affords them most useful accommo- 
dation, and from our own observations and experience, we should say that its advantages, 
m many respects, are in this neighbourhood very great. 

The monthly Loan System is working well, and is better liked by the people than the 
weekly, being much more convenient. 

The amount of past due loans is small, and does not contain a bad debt. Every possible 
indulgence is given to borrowers, and if a good many summonses are served and warrants 
taken out, it is more with the view of stirring up the tardy amongst them, than of pushing 
the law to its extremity — an alternative only used when fraud is manifestly the intention 
of the defaulter. 

In the formation of this Society the object of the Managers has been fulfilled; they pay 
considerable attention to it, are satisfied with its working for the past, and have confident 
hope of its future prosperity. 



Castletowndelvin, County Westmeath. Castmtomdel-to. 

In reporting on the state of the Castletowndelvin Loan Fund Society I am happy to 
be able to state, that during a year of unexampled distress, with prices lower than they 
have been known for many years for all kinds of produce, with a failure of the potato crop, 
and an inferior yield in all kinds of corn, with high poor rates ; notwithstanding all these 
difficulties to contend with, our Society has progressed in a most remarkable manner; and 
though, with some expense, we have this year recovered £800 of arrears, and with few 
complaints from those from whom it has been recovered. 

Many are the benefits conferred by this Society, as acknowledged by all ranks acquainted 
with its working. It enables the day labourer to procure his provisions at first cost, with- 
out resorting to the ruinous dealings of the meal-monger or the usurer. It enables the

Owing to the past and present distressed state of the country, this Society has been 
obliged to act with much caution and circumspection, which prevented the circulation of so 
large a sum as would defray the expenses. The Committee considered it the better plan 
to curtail the loans rather than give out money, except to borrowers and securities of un- 
doubted solvency. The tide of emigration being large from this neighbourhood, restricted, 
to a great extent, its operations for the past year ; so far their caution lias had the desn-ed 
effect, for in the last two years they have made no bad debts. The Institution is at present 
in a healthy state, as may be seen from the amount of fines paid, which are small. As there 
is now an increased demand for money by the better class of borrowers, the Committee hope, 
in the coming year, to regain a part of the loss sustained in the preceding years. 



PORTNESHANGAN, COUNTY WESTMEATH. 

We are tianliful in Mug able to report favourably of tbo Porlneshangaji Loan Fund; 
even in the midst of great and still continued pressure upon all classes, and the consequent 
extreme difficulty in obtaining money, we have circulated £1,514 withoiit any loss. Lrea,t 
caution is used, and consequently a few pounds less than last year have been lent to bor- 
rowers. Expecting for the future to lend in monthly loans, it is hoped this system win 
work well, and prove more useful than weekly issues and payments. 

It cannot but be a source of gratification that the fines and warrants are much fewer than 
in most other Loan Funds.

The Committee of St. Mary’s Loan Fund Society have great gratification in being enabled 
to report that their operations for the past year (1848) have been very satisfactory, as ap- 
pears from the general account. . „ 

The community within their range have been largely benefited, especially small 
farmers in the vicinity of the town. Many of that class who heretofore had not more than 
one cow, now have from three to four. They have found it their advantage to cultivate 
green crops.
